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Continuation of 3. NOTE: the proposed language was not previously considered and would therefor require further search and/or 
consideration. In addition, the Examiner notes that the prior art of record teaches forming the pole tips of the high Ms material reading 
on the claimed composition limitations. The pole tips of a magnetic head are formed adjacent the magnetic gap layer (see Ohashi et al., 
col. 4, lines 56 - 65 where element 4 is the magnetic gap layer).. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicants' arguments are directed to the 
unentered amendment. In so far as they apply to the rejection of record, the Examiner notes that attacking individual references cannot 
overcome a rejection predicated on the combination of the references. Chen et al. teach the composition for use as the high Ms layer 
taught by Ohashi et al., while Ohashi et al. teach the claimed structure.
